The library has been open two days a_ week 
throughout the year. We have patrons enrolled to 
the number of 201 persons. We have 2,284 bound vol- 
umes, and our circulation for the year ending Feb. 1, 
1923, was 4,814. This shows a decrease from last. 
year, which may be accounted for, by the fact that 
many of our readers have left town. 

During the year we added 110 volumes, 55 of 
which were gifts.. We have had 30 volumes rebound. 
Our reading table has been supplied with 15 current 
magazines, 7 of which were gifts to the library. We 
have also had a small gift of money. 

Books have been borrowed for our readers from 
the Wakefield Public Library, and from the State Li- 
brary. Postage on these books has been paid from 
the fines. Books have been loaned to the Union. Li- 
brary, and we also maintain three stations. 

In January a moving picture benefit was given for 
the library, which yielded $7.58, which will be used 
for children’s books, of which we are always in need.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my fourth an- 
nual report as superintendent of the schools of Wake- 
field. The statistics given are for the school year 
ending June 30, 1922, but the report will also deal 
with the present year. | 
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The total number of pupils enrolled is 15 less than 
for the preceding year and the average membership 
is 11 less. The per cent. of attendance is one per 
cent. higher than for that year. There is a marked 
improvement in the number of instances of tardiness, 
the number here reported being only a little more 
than one-third as great as that reported one year ago.

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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


During the past summer steam heating plants 
have been installed in the Grammar School at San- 
bornville and at Union, replacing the worn-out hot air 
furnaces in these two schools. 

The Union building needs painting upon the out- 
side, and both buildings at Sanbornville need painting 
both inside and out. I recommend that an appropri- 
ation be made sufficient to renovate the interiors of 


these two buildings and to paint the exterior of at 
least one building of the three. If this work be dis- 
tributed over two or three years, it can be done with- 
out materially affecting the taxes. 


TEACHERS 


We are again fortunate in being able to retain the 
services of the teachers who have been with us in 
former years. Of the eight teachers now serving the 
District, six were with us last year. Five of this 
number have been teaching in Wakefield for three or 


more years. The schools have gained much by this 
continuous service. 


HEALTH WORK 


The health work in the schools has again been 
under the efficient direction of Mrs. Anna E. Clow, 
whose report is herewith submitted. 


I would like to add a few words to what Mrs. 
Clow has said about the milk lunch which was served 
in one of the village schools last winter. A record 
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was made of the weights of the pupils in this school 
before we began to serve this lunch and again several 
weeks later. The results were very gratifying, for 
while several pupils were found to be under-weight at 
the time of the first weighing, all were fully up to 
standard before the experiment was ended. It is 
to be regretted that we have been unable to continue 
this practice this year and to extend it to other 
schools. , 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the 
School Board for their support and consideration, to 
the teachers for their co-operation, and to the citi- 
zens for their cordiality.
